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Jail threat

A FACEBOOK dispute 
triggered a town centre 
face-off involving up 
to 70 youths. 

The mass confrontation 
happened between a gang 
of youngsters from 
Cambridge who travelled 
to Haverhill to meet head- 
on with another group of 
youths from the town, 
forcing Suffolk police to 
call in reinforcements. 

Officers dispersed the 
massive gathering and 10 of 
the youngsters were taken 
back across the border to 
Cambridgeshire by police. 

The incident happened in 
Haverhill town centre at 
around 7.15pm on Saturday. 

Officers were forced to use 
dispersal powers to break up 
the mob of youths in an effort 
to quell disorder and protect 
residents. 

A police spokesman said 
extra officers were called in to 
deal with the situation.

Sergeant Sarah Bartley of 
Haverhill Police, who 
attended the incident, 
said she was pleased with 
how it was dealt, as it had 
the potential to have 
been a very nasty 
incident. 

A total of 10 officers 
tackled the group, with 
extra officers called in 
from neighbouring 
forces, and Section 27 
orders used to disperse 
the crowd. 

She said: “There were a 
lot of very volatile people 
there, who had obviously 
gathered together with 
the express purpose of 
having some sort of 
argument or disagree¬ 
ment with another group. 

“By taking 10 people 
back to Cambridgeshire 
we were able to calm 
things down quite 
quicldy. 

“We use these dispersal 
orders every week. 

“They are very useful 
because you can ban 
someone from a specific 
area for up to 48 hours. 

“We were very pleased 
to avoid things escalating 
any further.” 

It was believed that a 
disagreement on social 
network site Facebook 
had led to one group of 
youths travelling from 
Cambridge to Haverhill, 
to confront youths in the 
town. 

A police spokesman 
said: “We used Section 27 
notices to disperse 
people from the area and 
10 people were taken 
back to Cambridgeshire. 

“No offences were 
committed and no-one 
was arrested. 

“We did pull officers 
into the town to help 
because of the numbers 
of people involved.”

Customers concerned as solicitors close down 


A HAVERHILL solicitor has gone bankrupt, 
prompting customer fears over house sales. 

Stevens Solicitors in High Street, which 
specialised in conveyancing, was closed on 
Monday by The Solicitors Regulation Authority 
(SRA), leaving a queue of concerned customers 
outside its door. 

An intervention team from Devonshire Solicitors 
of London has moved in to the sole practice of 
Robert Caldwell. 

His practising certificate has been 


automatically suspended, so he cannot act as a 
solicitor. 

Barbara Steen, 37, of Highworth Avenue, 
Chesterton, Cambridge, was among a dozen 
people queuing outside the solicitors’ office 
yesterday. 

She said: “There were a lot of distraught and 
very worried people outside. They were worried 
about the completion of house sales and were all 
in shock.” 

An SRA spokesman said: “The grounds for 


intervention is that Mr Caldwell was adjudged 
bankrupt on January 24. 

“The SRA has appointed an agent to deal with 
all matters currently held by Stevens. 

“The agent will assess all ongoing matters and 
deal with those of greatest need first. 

“The SRA’s archive team will take control of all 
documents held by the firm. 

“Clients of Stevens Solicitors do not need to 
contact either the agent or the SRA at this 
time.”

COUNCIL tax has been 
frozen for the third year in a 
row from April while the 
county council plans to slash 
spending by £24.9m. 

Suffolk County Council’s cabinet 
approved the freeze of its share of 
council tax as part of the 2013/14 
budget at a meeting yesterday. 

A council tax freeze grant from 
central government has been used 
to balance the budget but the axe 
will fall hard on adult care as £7m of 
savings will have to be found by 
intervening at an earlier stage as 
later life care is more expensive. 

Budget proposals also include a 
plan to slash £9.7m of expenditure 
through cutting bureaucracy and a 
proposal to save £2m by re-letting 
the county’s highways, with Balfour 
Beatty Living Places named as the 
preferred bidder in December. 

Targeting resources in children’s

services to reduce demand will also 
save £2.5m. 

Costs have been cut by halving 
the workforce since 2010, with 
projected staff numbers decreasing 
from 10,456 in April 2010 to 5,365 by 
March 2013, excluding schools. 

Cllr fane Storey, Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
finance, said: “The savings that are 
being proposed are significant and 
will require continued firm 
management in 2013/14 and future 
years. 

“Last year we made a 
commitment to focus savings on 
the back office to protect, as far as 
possible, the frontline. This budget 
delivers on that commitment.” 

She said tough decisions would 
have to made but the county 


council was hopeful it could meet 
the challenge. 

However, opposition Liberal 
Democrat finance spokesperson 
Andrew Cann criticised the county 
council for hoarding money in 
reserves, which increased by 30 per 
cent last year to £160m. 

He said: “We think that the Tories 
in Suffolk have forgotten what the 
purpose of a council is. 

“The purpose of a council is to 
provide services for the public and 
especially for the vulnerable. 

“What the Conservatives have 
shown as their priority is to build up 
reserves of £160m for a mythical 
rainy day. The rainy day is today.” 

The budget is the second stage of 
a two-year cost-cutting plan after 
Suffolk County Council experienced 
a significant reduction in funding 
from central government. A final 
decision on the budget will be made 
by the full council on February 14.

Guided busway link may be 
solution to traffic problems

A COUNTY councillor 
responsible for roads in 
Suffolk has suggested that 
extending the guided 
busway from Cambridge to 
Haverhill could help solve 
traffic problems on the 
A1307. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, cabinet 
member for transport at Suffolk 
County Council, said he would like 
to see the guided busway extended 
when he attended last week’s first 
meeting of an A1307 steering group 
made up of MPs, councils and 
villagers. 

After the meeting Cllr McGregor 
said: “I have been interested in 
reconnecting Haverhill by way of a 
fixed link for some time. 

“As a first step we are looking at a

virtual railway. This is where a 
connection is made usually by bus but 
making connections at railheads and 
on train timetables. It would be 
indicated on route maps (Anglia 
Railways offered a bus connection to 
Stansted from Colchester railway 
station). 

“We are in discussion with Stansted 
Airport to see if more could be made 


of Stansted Airport railway station to 
act as a hub. 

“As the success of the guided 
busway in Cambridge is more 
apparent it would be interesting and 
helpful to Suffolk if it were extended. 

“Funding share would have to be 
considered but with Haverhill due to 
overtake Felixstowe in population, 
there is a need to get better transport 
links. 

“Funding of Cambridge Roads by 
Suffolk is obviously an issue but we 
need to carry out an origins and 
destination survey on this route 
corridor.” 

Haverhill town clerk Will Austin said 
the town council welcomed any focus 
on improving public transport links to 
and from Haverhill, and would be 
interested in exploring Cllr 
MacGregor’s ideas further. 

He said: “Of course, what Haverhill 
really needs is a rail link and, although 
we recognise the practical and funding 
challenges, we also need to recognise 
the need to invest in infrastructure to 
support our town as the population 


continues to expand. 

“We also need public transport links 
to West Suffolk Hospital, especially 
now that the Crown Walk-In Centre 
has closed. 

“We very much hope these concerns 
are addressed as part of Cllr 
MacGregor’s future vision for Haverhill 
too. 

“We welcome Cllr MacGregor’s 
recognition of the need to invest in 
transport to and from Haverhill, 
though this is only a first step and 
there appears to be little by way of a 
firm commitment.” 

Paul Donno, vice-chairman of 
Haverhill Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “My view is that a direct link to 
Cambridge can only be good for the 
town. 

“However I feel a guided busway has 
problems and a train line would be 
better. 

“That said, a reliable service 
between Haverhill and Cambridge can 
only be good for our businesses in 
attracting good staff and businesses 
investing in our town.” 


Teenagers accused of 
stealing gold chains 

A SECOND teenager has appeared in 
court in relation to the theft of 
thousands of pounds worth of gold 
chains from a high street jewellers 
shop. 

Thomas Lee-Mahoney, 19, appeared 
before Bury St Edmunds magistrates 
yesterday by video link and was 
remanded in custody until February 25. 
A17-year-old from Haverhill was 
arrested for the same theft last week 
and bailed to appear before Bury St 
Edmunds youth court on March 22. 
Lee-Mahoney, of Mill Road, Haverhill, 
pleaded not guilty to the theft of 
£8,784 worth of gold chains from 
Griffith Jones in High Street, Haverhill, 
on Tuesday, January 22. 

He also denied a second charge of 
stealing a gold ring from Jonathon 
Mahoney on January 24. 

Magistrates declined jurisdiction in 
both cases and agreed that they should 
be sent to Ipswich Crown Court for 
trial. 

Nine-year-old found 
screw in sweet bag 

A FATHER was horrified after his young 
daughter discovered a metal screw in a 
packet of Haribo sweets. 

Stephen Friel, a quality control 
manager from Haverhill, was stunned 
when nine-year-old Amber found the 
one-inch bolt in the bag of sweets. 

The 47-year-old bought the sweets 
from Tesco in December. 

He said: “We couldn’t believe it. It 
makes a mockery of their advertising 
jingle, they should change it to ‘kids 
are going to love it so, the happy world 
of hari-bolt’.” 

A spokesman from Haribo said the 
company was investigating the matter 
fully. 

He said: “We take all customer 
complaints very seriously. 

“We would like to investigate this 
matter fully and would ask that Mr Friel 
contacts us directly in order for us to 
determine what the item is and how it 
has come to be found in a packet of 
our products. 

“We follow a very stringent 
manufacturing process, which every 
sealed bag follows before being 
despatched.” 

‘Alarming statistic’ 
for female smokers 

A HEALTH group is alarmed by a new 
report which indicates that female 
smokers are now 25 times more likely 
to die of their habit than they were in 
the 1960s. 

Live Well Suffolk highlights the report, 
published in the New England Journal 
of Medicine, which suggested that 
changing habits such as smoking 
earlier or smoking an increased 
number of cigarettes is to blame for the 
rise in lung cancer. 

The report compared the risk of death 
from lung cancer in women during the 
1960s (when the first generation of 
women began smoking) to the risk of 
death amongst women between 2000 
and 2010. 

Tim Roberts, director of Live Well 
Suffolk said: “Clearly this is an 
alarming statistic for female smokers 
and it is clear that stopping smoking is 
one of the biggest changes you can 
make to improve your health.” 


Working together to improve safety 


TRANSPORT chiefs pledged to work 
together in a revived push to 
improve safety on the “neglected” 
road between Cambridge and 
Haverhill. 

Installation of average speed 
cameras and even the extension of 
the guided busway into Suffolk 
were among the suggestions at the 
first meeting of an A1307 steering 
group made up of MPs, councillors 


and villagers. 

The group was formed amid 
concern among parish councils 
serving communities between Four 
Went Ways and the county border 
about increasing traffic on the 
A1307, where three people have 
died in as many years. 

The meeting heard concerns that, 
while expansion of Haverhill would 
put more cars onto the A1307, it 


would not contribute funding 
upgrading the road because the 
town is in Suffolk. 

At the meeting in Linton, Jim 
Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, said the A1307 had 
been “neglected”. 

Vicky Ford, an MEP for the East 
of England and a former district 
councillor for the area, said: “We 
just cannot take any more capacity 


on A1307 

on this road without more 
improvements. 

“The perception on this side of 
the border is that growth has 
happened, either in housing in 
Haverhill or in business in Essex, 
without investment coming over to 
this side of the road.” 

Villagers’ suggestions include a 
maximum speed limit of 50mph 
and removing dual carriageways.

Police teams stage 
crime crackdown

A MAN was arrested for 
possession of an offensive 
weapon and drugs as part 
of a major operation across 
Suffolk. 

The pro-active policing 
operation was part of Operation 
Drawbridge and took place last 
Tuesday, targeting burglars and 
those suspected of handling 
stolen goods across the county. 

Eleven teams of officers carried 
out warrants across the county, 
while Police Community Support 
Officers provided reassurance to 
local communities. 

Twenty-four warrants were 
executed, 13 arrests were made, 
one man was reported for 
consideration of an offence and 
seizures were made of goods 
suspected to be stolen, quantities 
of drugs and offensive weapons. 

A 58-year-old man from 
Haverhill was arrested on 
suspicion of possession of an 
offensive weapon, possession of a 
non-class A drug and handling 
stolen goods. 

He was bailed to return to Bury 
St Edmunds Police Investigation 
Centre on March 22. 

A number of other arrests were 
made on suspects from Bury St

Edmunds, Lavenham, Stow- 
market, Great Yarmouth, 
Lowestoft and London. 

Operation Drawbridge is a 
countywide initiative, aimed at 
reducing the number of 
burglaries and increasing the 
number of crimes being 'solved’ 
with offenders brought to justice. 

The latest operation aimed to 
tackle acquisitive crime by 
carrying out warrants based on 
intelligence. 

Second-hand dealerships were 
also visited to ensure that items 
were being sold legitimately. 

Detective Superintendent 
Stuart Sedgwick said “This 
operation was a success and a 
clear message to anyone who is 


considering burgling someone’s 
home, or attempting to profit 
from the sale of items that do not 
belong to them. 

“Tackling burglary is a key 
priority for the force. 

“We have dedicated work going 
on across the county to ensure 
that we reduce this area of crime, 
by ensuring that communities 
know how to protect their homes 
and by taking action against those 
we know to be responsible. 

“While there has been a 
significant reduction in the 
number of house burglaries over 
the last twelve months, this 
operation was designed to target 
those individuals still committing 
this type of crime. 

“There was an additional focus 
on people prepared to buy stolen 
goods as this contributes to the 
problem. 

“Anyone who chooses to steal 
from a home or to knowingly buy 
or sell stolen goods can expect to 
be pursued by police as part of 
Operation Drawbridge.”

“We have been 
overwhelmed by the number 
of messages received over the 
last couple of weeks. 

“Some Arnie fans loved him 
from their visits to the zoo, 
and others from seeing his 
pictures in the local and 
national press and TV over the 
years. 

“There have been requests 
for an Arnie Encore’ so we are 
busy getting all his pictures 
and little stories together. So 
even in his passing Arnie has

Academy head keen 
to highlight success 


A HEAD teacher has hit out 
at league tables which she 
believes downgrade the 
exam success other pupils. 

Madeleine Vigar is principal of 
the Castle Partnership Academy 
Trust in Haverhill, formed last year 
as the first All Through Academy 
Chain in the East of England. 

It includes Castle Manor 
Academy and Place Farm Primary 
Academy, which recently achieved 
impressive Key Stage 2 SATs results. 

The league tables put Place Farm 
Primary Academy at the top of the 
list of Haverhill schools, with 82 per 
cent achieving the national 
benchmark of Level 4 or higher in 
English and maths. This exceeded 
the Suffolk average of 74 per cent. 

However, the latest league tables 
show Castle Manor Academy with 
only 40 per cent of Year 11 students 
achieving the government

benchmark of 5 or more GCSEs at 
grade A*-C including English and 
maths. The school says the true 
figure should be 48 per cent. 

Ms Vigar reflected on the 
heartache this has caused for 
students and the frustration it 
causes for an Academy Trust that 
has a proven track record of 
improving education in Haverhill 
over the last 10 years. 

She said: “When the results were 
published we knew immediately 
that there were 26 students that had 
earned a grade C, who hadn’t been 
awarded it. 

“We knew their module marks 
and we knew what their controlled 
assessments [coursework] were 
worth earlier in the year. These 
students have suffered and that is 


fundamentally unfair. 

“Students have since been able to 
retake the exam and have proven 
that they did deserve the grade. 

“The 48 per cent figure is based 
on those 26 students doing 
controlled assessment again in 
November and proves they 
deserved the grade in the first 
place.” 

The school says the league tables 
do not include key information and 
how last year’s summer exam¬ 
inations were dogged by national 
accusations of changed grade 
boundaries on some GCSE 
qualifications, meaning that 
students taking summer exams 
were at an unfair disadvantage. 

Ms Vigar said: “This change 
means that in reality we can, and 
do, celebrate the valid success of 48 
per cent of students that achieved 5 
or more A*-C grades including 
English and maths.”

Amnesty 

MORE than 8,330 knives have 
been deposited in amnesty 
bins across Suffolk as part of a 
two-year police campaign. 

Suffolk Constabulary 
launched their Bin a Blade 
scheme in 2011, which saw 
6,125 knifes deposited anony¬ 
mously in 2011 and a further 
2,205 knives handed over last 
year. 

In Mildenhall, 274 knives 
have been collected from the 
bins since 2011 and the static 
bins placed outside the police 
station were so successful 
they were made permanent. 

The bins, which are also

placed at police stations in 
Bury St Edmunds, Lowestoft 
and Ipswich, were painted 
bright yellow to raise their 
profile in November last year. 

Teenage knife crime 
campaigner Holly Watson, 
whose brother Lewis was 
stabbed to death in Sudbury 
in 2009, said: “I am over¬ 
whelmed with the recent 
figure of over 8,300 knives 
collected in the Bin a Blade 
knife bins. 

“I really hope people 
continue to use the bins and 
think twice about carrying a 
knife.” 


Chief Const Simon Ash 
said: “8,330 knives handed in 
is an amazing number and 
the bins remain in place for 
anyone who wants to bin a 
blade. 

“Whilst there is not a 
significant problem with knife 
crime in Suffolk, our amnesty 
is continuing to make people 
think about the consequences 
of carrying a knife and 
offering a way to dispose of 
them without prejudice.” 

Mobile bins were placed in 
12 locations, including 
Newmarket and Haverhill, for 
one or two-month periods.

Mum must repay 
cash or go to jail

Watt, who had her own 
accountancy business, was 
working for family friend Steven 
Giles Flooring Ltd, of Horseheath. 

But he became puzzled in April 
2011 about why his business was 
not making the expected profit. 

Watt, a wife and mother of two, 
pleaded guilty to ten offences 
between December 2008 and 
May 2011 of falsifying 
computerised accounting 
systems, by omitting that 
payments had been made to 
various bank accounts. 

The sums ranged from £1,450 
to £3,112. 


A further 23 unauthorised 
payments came to light which 
put the total loss at £42,846.91. 

In November the court heard 
that Watt had sold the family 
home and kept back £30,000 to 
repay Mr Giles. She had already 
reimbursed £4,015. 

The family now lived in rented 
accommodation. 

At a confiscation hearing on 
Friday, it was ruled that Watt had 
obtained £38,831 from her 
criminal conduct and that she 
had realisable assets of £35,629. 

The court heard that the 
money was in a solicitor’s 
account and could be paid within 
21 days to Mr Giles as 
compensation. 

If it is not, Watt is liable to a 12- 
month prison sentence in 
default. 


Warnings issued 
on unsafe chargers 

PHONE chargers which could cause a fire or 
give an electric shock have been sold in 
Suffolk. 

A warning to consumers has been issued 
by Suffolk Trading Standards about the 
unsafe USB chargers that have been sold by 
a retailer with stores across Suffolk and 
Essex, and have been found not to comply 
with the Electrical Equipment (Safety) 
Regulations. 

The chargers are white and marked 
‘Emerson Network Power’ with the model 
number ‘A1299’ and a ‘Made in China’ 
label. 

A consumer in Suffolk who recently 
purchased one of the products reported that 
smoke had started coming out of the charger 
before it then exploded and split. 

The retailer is now co-operating with 
Trading Standards and has issued a 
voluntary product recall and is offering 
refunds. 

Cllr Colin Spence, Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet member for public 
protection, said: “People may be tempted to 
buy cheap chargers, but for die sake of a few 
pounds I would urge consumers to purchase 
from reputable suppliers.”

quality right and the parents will 
come.” 

But the parents realise there is 
more to it than that. “The staff at 
Blois Meadow are fantastic”, says 
Angie Hammond from Haverhill, 
mother of Francesca (31/2) and 
Eleanor (22 months).

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Family faces dad’s cancer 
with love and determination 



When Jim met Su and they moved in together with their daughters, 
it was meant to be the start of a whole new family life. But then 44- 
year-old Jim was diagnosed with cancer, and told he had less than 
a year to live. Jim and Su got married a few weeks later - and now 
the family is facing the future together: with love, determination - 
and even humour. Interview by LOUISE MARTIN 


"FIM and Su Clarke know better than 
I most the effect cancer has on a 
1 family. Both have seen a parent 
oravely battle - and sadly lose their 
fight - with the disease, and are avid 
supporters of research into all forms 
of cancer. 

The couple met seven years ago at work. Jim, 
44, was a porter at Addenbrooke’s and Su, 45, 
managed the bar in The Frank Lee Centre 
where, she says, Jim was her best customer. 
When they got together, Su’s dad had just been 
diagnosed with prostate cancer, and Jim 
provided a much needed shoulder to lean on 
during that difficult time. Then, just a year 
later, they were dealt another blow when Jim’s 
mum was diagnosed with lung cancer. 

After a sad start to their relationship, Jim and 
Su moved into their home in Cambourne in 
October 2011, together with Jim’s two 
daughters Toni, 16, and Kirsty, 18, and Su’s 
daughter Annii, 18. It was meant to be the 
beginning of a new life for the family - but, just 
a few months later, Jim began feeling unwell, 
and the family’s world was torn apart when, in 
September last year, he was told he had 
terminal lung cancer. 

“I had a cough that started about the end of 
February and it was just getting worse,” 
explains Jim. “I went to the doctors and they 
started treating it as an infection, but I had a 
feeling it was cancer; I’d seen it with my mum - 
I was telling my workmates it was cancer.” 


When the medication didn’t ease his cough, 
Jim was treated for asthma and was then given 
an X-ray in May, which came back clear. Still 
suffering with an acute cough, Jim was 
prescribed stronger steroids and antibiotics 
but his symptoms persisted and by August 
both he and Su felt there was real cause for 
concern. “We were on holiday in Italy and 
while we were there he got dramatically 
worse,” explains Su. “He started losing weight 
and that’s when we really thought something 
was wrong.” 

Jim returned to his GP and was referred to 
Addenbrooke’s. A further X-ray in September 
revealed some abnormalities; doctors 
continued to tell Jim he was suffering from an 
infection, not cancer but, to be sure, he was 
booked in for a CT scan the following week. 

The couple returned home to tell their 
children, but a week later Jim’s worst fears were 
confirmed when the scan revealed he had 
terminal lung cancer, and he was given the 
devastating prognosis that he had just 6-12 
months left to live. 

Breaking the news to their children was a 
very emotional experience. “I’ve had long 
enough to get used to it as I’ve had a feeling 
since last February,” says Jim. “The hardest part 
was telling these three. But they’ve been 
amazing.” 

Following Jim’s diagnosis, the couple 
decided to get married and, after just three 
weeks of careful planning by Su and the girls, 
they tied the knot on November 3 at 
Cambridge Register Office. “The tissues were

out in force,” smiles Su. 

“It was very emotional 
but it was an amazing 
day. He looked amazing 
because he was in his kilt.” 

Five months have passed since Jim’s 
diagnosis and he is aware his condition is 
deteriorating. “I have good days and bad 
days, but I can feel it getting worse,” he 
says. “I was offered chemo to try and slow 
things down but I had one dose of that 
and it just made me worse. I was vomiting 
and just really poorly. I didn’t want to 
move or eat.” 

Because of the way the cancer is 
affecting Jim’s breathing, he is very 
sensitive to different temperatures, so 
spends most days resting in bed; just 
making the short journey downstairs to 
the lounge can sometimes be too much 
for him. “My breathing is getting worse at 
the moment because of the cold weather,” 
he says. “It gets to a certain time of day 
and that’s me gone -1 can’t stop coughing 
and spluttering. 

“I used to have panic attacks in the 
night and I’d wake up in pitch black and I 
really couldn’t breathe. That was before I 
had the oxygen and I just wanted to stick 
my head out of the window and get some 
fresh air.” 

Jim has oxygen tanks at home to use 
when he needs, but finds using a 
handheld fan to cool his face and lips 
helps him to take deeper breaths and 
therefore control his breathing. 

Despite the sad time the family is going 
through, Jim and Su are determined to 
keep life as normal as they possibly can 
for their daughters. 

“It’s important for the girls at their ages 
to be doing what they’re doing: living their 
lives and getting themselves sorted for the 
future,” says Su. “We are terrible because 
we do laugh and joke a lot, but that’s our 
way of coping. We had to take Jim to 
hospital one day because of his breathing 
and they just couldn’t believe us because 
he was there with his oxygen mask on and 
we were having a laugh and a joke, but 
that’s the way we’ve always been.” 

Although Jim is doing his best to remain 
strong for his girls, he admits it is very 
hard to deal with. “It does get to you and 
I’ve had moments when I think: ‘Why 
me?’ I’m only 44, I’m not exactly old, 
especially for lung cancer.” 



A smoker for 30 years, when Jim’s 
cancer was confirmed he says he 
considered giving it up. “The first thing I 
said was: ‘I’ll stop smoking’. I thought 
automatically, as you would, it’s linked to 
smoking, but they said it’s not. They 
started talking about exposure to 
chemicals because I was in the Forces, but 
I don’t know... 

“If they said it was linked to smoking I 
would have stopped like that, but I don’t 
see why I should put myself through the 
pressure of trying to stop. I have 
adenocarcinoma, which is a different 
strain. I don’t smoke as much; I’m dying, 
what’s the point of giving it up? That’s the 
way I look at it.” 

According to Cancer Research UK, 
every hour more than three people in the 
East of England are diagnosed with the 
disease, with lung cancer the second most 
common form of cancer. 

The Clarke family knows only too well 
how early diagnosis can determine the 
outcome for a cancer patient and is giving 
the interview to highlight the charity’s 
new TV advertising campaign, which aims 
to raise money to support further 
research. 

“Lung cancer is so common but the 
most untreatable unless you get it really 
early, and it’s hard to detect,” says Jim. “I 
was going to the doctors for six months 
and they still couldn’t find it. If it could be 
found earlier then you can actually 
operate and remove the lower part of the 
lung and people go on to live - not 
perfectly, but longer.” 

A dispensary technician at Comberton 
Surgery, Su is currently off work while she 
cares for her husband, and says the family 
is getting through this sad time by 
supporting each other. 

“I’m terrible; I just put my head in the 
sand,” says Su. “I refuse to admit what’s 
happening and just keep going. The girls 
are great. Toni’s here more than the other 
two so she’s my little rock; Kirsty cleans up 
and Annii cooks dinner.” 

But she admits: “We’re all scared. 

Cancer is touching so many people now. 
And we just don’t want other people to 
have to go through this.”

DENZEL Washington soars to a 
new career high in this emotionally 
wrought character study of an 
airplane pilot wrestling with alcohol 
dependency. 

Underpinned by John Gatins’ 
intelligent script, Flight is a 
provocative drama that refuses to 
cast judgment on the central 
character as he repeats past 
mistakes and attempts to dodge 
the repercussions of his reckless 
actions. 

Instead, director Robert 
Zemeckis follows the pilot on a 
turbulent journey of self-discovery 



as a major mechanical failure in 
the air puts his boozy lifestyle 
under the microscope of public 
scrutiny. 

Captain William ‘Whip’ Whitaker 
(Washington) wakes in a plush 
hotel room festooned with 
discarded bottles and the naked 
body of last night’s conquest - 
flight attendant Katerina Marquez 
(Nadine Velazquez). 


Swigs of beer set him up for the 
day and he strides purposefully 
into the cockpit of his SouthJet 
flight to Atlanta while holding a 
bottle of orange juice spiked with 
vodka.

Cold comfort for birds 



TUCKING IN:

H OW long is it since you 
filled your bird feeder or 
replenished the water in 
your birdbath? If you haven’t 
done it for a while, there’s no 
time like the present. 

“The sudden drop in temperatures 
across the UK will have been a big 
shock to birds’ systems after spending 
the past couple of months with few 
worries in terms of food availability,” 
says Richard James, RSPB wildlife 
adviser. 

“Thanks to the recent mild weather, 
many natural food sources have been 
readily available and water has been 
easy to come by. Now the snow and ice 
are here birds will need all the help they 
can get to survive the winter.” 

However, the range of bird seeds, fat 
balls and other so-called bird-friendly 
items can leave gardeners baffled as to 
what’s best for our feathered friends. 

The RSPB suggests calorie-rich foods 
such as mixed seed, nyjer seed, fatballs, 
suet sprinkles, sunflower seed and good 


quality peanuts, as well as kitchen scraps 
such as mild grated cheese, rice and 
porridge oats. 

There are different mixes for feeders 
and for bird tables and ground feeding. 
The better mixtures contain plenty of 
flaked maize, sunflower seeds and 
peanut granules. 

Small seeds, such as millet, attract 
mostly house sparrows, dunnocks, 
finches, reed buntings and collared 
doves, while flaked maize is taken 
readily by blackbirds. 

Tits and greenfinches favour peanuts 
and sunflower seeds. Mixes that contain 


chunks or whole nuts are suitable for 
winter feeding only. 

Pinhead oatmeal is excellent for many 
birds. Wheat and barley grains are often 
included in seed mixtures, but they are 
really only suitable for pigeons, doves 
and pheasants, which feed on the ground 
and rapidly increase in numbers, 
frequently deterring the smaller species. 

Avoid seed mixtures that have split 
peas, beans, dried rice or lentils as again 
only the large species can eat them dry. 
These are added to some cheaper seed 
mixes to bulk them up. Any mixture 
containing green or pink lumps should 


also be avoided as these are dog biscuit, 
which can only be eaten when soaked. 

Don’t feed the birds cooked fat from 
roasting tins and dishes, because the fat 
may have blended with meat juices 
which leaves a mixture prone to 
smearing, which is not good for the 
birds’ feathers and is a breeding ground 
for bacteria, the charity warns. 

Polyunsaturated margarines and 
vegetable oils are also unsuitable as 
birds need high levels of saturated fat to 
retain the high energy to keep warm, and 
soft fats can be smeared on to feathers, 
destroying the waterproofing qualities. 


Lard and beef suet on their own are 
fine as they re-solidify after warming 
and are not as prone to bacteria breeding 
because they are pure fat. 

Never give milk to the birds because 
it can result in serious stomach upsets or 
even death. They can, however, digest 
fermented dairy products such as mild 
grated cheese, which may attract robins, 
wrens and dunnocks. 

If you want to give the birds coconut, 
only give them the fresh stuff in the 
shell, rinsing out any sweet coconut 
water before hanging it out, to stop 
black mildew emerging. Desiccated 
coconut should never be used as it can 
swell inside the bird, with fatal 
consequences. 

Cooked rice without added salt can be 
beneficial to birds during severe winter 
weather, while uncooked porridge oats 
are fine for many bird species. You can 
also put out small quantities of dry 
breakfast cereal. 

A supply of water is also essential for 
bathing and preening. In freezing 
conditions birds become more 
dependent on water provided in gardens, 
since many natural sources are frozen 
over. 

The most effective way to keep the 
water in your garden from freezing is to 
pop in a light ball that will be moved by 
even a gentle breeze - a ping-pong ball 
is ideal. 

Alternatively, pour on hot water to 
melt the ice to make sure the birds can 
get to it.

GERMAN cars are not 
as reliable as many 
people believe, 
according to a survey 
by aftermarket 
warranty provider 
Warranty Direct. 

Audi, Volkswagen and 
BMW, including its 
subsidiary Mini, all 
performed poorly for 
engine failures in the past 
year, with Japanese engines 
proving by far the most 
reliable. 

The only engines to have 
failed more often than 
Audi’s in the past year were 
those from the now defunct 
MG Rover group, while Mini 
finished third from bottom. 

BMW and Volkswagen 
featured seventh- and 
ninth-worst respectively in 
the powerplant scale of 
shame. 

At the top end of the 
table, Japan took the

plaudits as Honda and 
Toyota proved to be the 
manufacturers with the 
most reliable power units, 
with Mercedes-Benz 
upholding some German 
honour by taking third 
place. 

Warranty Direct sampled 
50,000 live policies, which 


revealed that one in 13 MG 
Rover engines had big 
problems, while just one in 
345 Honda engines had a 
serious issue. The engine 
failure rates therefore range 
from 7.88 per cent to 0.29 
per cent. 

The study also highlighted 
the cost of engine failures. 


An engine failure on a Range 
Rover Vogue recently led to 
Warranty Direct’s highest 
claim - £12,998.46 - while 
one dealer quoted 
£14,853.60 to repair an 
engine on a Range Rover 
Sport after it failed 
catastrophically.

managing director Duncan 
McClure Fisher says: 
“Engine failures are the 
biggest fear for any 
motorist as they’re the ones 
that can lead to the most 
astronomical costs because 
of the parts and hours or 
labour required to fix them.

Paffett poised 
for another 
DTM title push 


GARY Paffett is eyeing another assault on 
the German Touring Car Masters 
Championship (DTM), but significant 
changes over the past few months mean 
2013 will be even more challenging. 

Norbert Haug’s decision to step down 
as head of Mercedes-Benz's motorsport 
activities and Lewis Hamilton's departure 
from McLaren, where Paffett continues as 
a test driver, will have a significant 
bearing on the campaign. 

“Norbert brought me to 
Mercedes and was 
instrumental in getting me 
the job of test driver at 
McLaren,” said Paffett 
(right), who drives for the 
HWA Mercedes team in 
DTM. “He's been a massive 
supporter of mine over the 
last 10 years. 

“We had a good personal 
relationship as well as working. 

His departure was a big shock to all 
of us. 

“It’s quite a change but the DTM team is 
quite stable and we’re pretty successful. It 
was in FI where they struggled and 
needed to make the change.” 

The DTM championship opens at 
Hockenheim on May 5 where Paffett was 
victorious in the first race of last season. 
He led the championship until the very 


end when he was pipped to the title by 
BMW’s Bruno Spengler. 

He said: “It took a couple of weeks to get 
over it. 

“After leading the championship for the 
whole year, it was hard not to win it. 

“We need to make sure we're stronger 
in every aspect and take the challenge to 
BMW to make sure we win the 
championship this year.” 

At McLaren, the arrival of 
Sergio Perez as No 2 to fenson 
Button means Paffett will 
have to work closely with the 
Mexican as he helps develop 
the team’s new car. 

“I’ve been at McLaren 
longer than any other driver 
there, so I can help him 
understand the car, our 
philosophy and how the 
team works. 

“Then it’s a case of 

understanding how Sergio drives and 
developing a car that will suit him 
and fenson. 

“I had a day with him in the simulator. 
He's open minded about what he needs 
to change and how he can improve.” 

Paffett will continue to split duties with 
McLaren, with simulator work followed by 
the resumption of DTM testing at the end 
of the month.
